Group 1 , claim(s) 1-25, 30-33, and 35-36, drawn to a curable resin composition 
comprising a curable resin and a polymerization initiator. 

Group 2, claim(s) 26, drawn to a composition comprising particles. 

Group 3, claim(s) 27-29, drawn to a method of producing a curable resin composition. 

Group 4, claim(s) 34, drawn to a liquid crystal display element. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-4 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: it appears there is no 
single technical feature whatsoever between Groups 1-4, since there is no common 
feature exists between the groups. Although no special technical feature is found to 
exist between the groups, there is a special technical feature among the species of 
Group 1 , explained below.

Group 1C, claim(s) 16-18, drawn to a curable resin composition comprising a curable 
resin and a polymerization initiator and at least one alkoxysilane. 

Group 1D, claim(s) 19-22, drawn to a curable resin composition comprising a curable 
resin and a polymerization initiator and a resin fine particle. 

Group 1 E, claims 23-25, drawn to a curable resin composition comprising a curable 
resin and a polymerization initiator and an inorganic particle. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1 A-1 E do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common feature 
in Groups 1A-1E is a composition with a curable resin and a polymerization initiator. 
However, the common feature was known at the time of the invention and is disclosed 
in JP 2003-119249, paragraph 7 of the English machine translation of the Japanese 
document. Therefore the common feature is not a special technical feature in the sense 
of PCT Rule 13.2, sentence 2.
